AHTHUR DICKEN'S SUICIDK. 

Text of the Letter Which He Left ExpIaiHlne 
His AvMon. 

Lo.s Anuklk,s, Aug. 23. — The letter 
which Arthur Dickens, nephew of the 
great novelist, left just before committing 
suicide here Tuesday night, is somewhat 
uni(iue. It reads: 

"Standing on what the average reporter

On the contrary, I am 
decidedly sane, remarkably weary, and 
finding my hnaiicial relations strained, 1 
lake the easiest solution of the problem. 
Having lived over fifty years as a Bohem- 
ian, 1 have had ample leisure for a study 
of psychology, und my conclusions have 
made me slightly discontented, I tind my 
fellow-creatures thieves, prostitutes, anil 
no matter how social humbuggery at- 
tempts to cover tboni, they renmin tho 
same. 1 do not know whether [ am bet- 
ter or >Y<»rso than my companions, but ut 
any rate I am willing t<i leave the decision 
tu fate, and will not apply for a change of 
venno.

THE SCHOOL QDKSTION. 

The £iiiien(.hiiciit to tho school act, 
passed last .seKsiuii, requirLiig the four 
cities to C(j]itribute niie-third of the teach 
er.s' .sal.iries, has been very freely crit 
iciseil by our (Jrit coiiteniiioiaiy. Jt has 
beeii'deuounced.iii unmeasured terms 
jug'haAdfed taxation, highway robbery, a 
principle of legislation hitherto unknown 
ih.any civilized cciinmunity, etc,, etc. If 
the measure really, be so bad, >one is apt 
to wonder how it passed' through all its 
stages in tho Legislature with so littl^ op- 
poflitioii either in the Iloiiso or out of it. 
In a (louse composed of twenty-seven 
members, only six were found to record 

worthy of iioti! that of the few who did 

•oppose the measure, not one attempted to 

supply' n substitutional schcjme. The 

saine'>iB'ttue!oC!lthe.^^ubIic<: press.

As was pointed nut in a previous article, 
the charge upon the puV)lic revenue for 
educational purposes had grown until it^ 
had roftclied dirae.nBip.us in^perftti,^ Re- 
quiring a liaitto be:called. S«ine:scbenic 
must bo devised by which tho existing ed- 
ucational system could b'e ''niaintainod in 
it.s integrily; or ol.se the system liiust bo 
curtailed - ri'iitlei'cd less free or less ofli- 
ciont. Now what did the Government do, 
under these circuniatancos ? They felt the 
gravity of the situation, and they took 
council with their ,su|i|j()i't, era, iia i.s usual 
and projier under .such cireuinstaiices, and 
the result was tlii' iiuri-iui c imw so .severe- 
ly criticised. ,\iul what is tho principle 
of that meuauro I Twotprinoiples may be 
said to be involved. ' First — It was cou- 
sidored reasonabre tthd jiist that the com- 
inunitios in the enjoyment of free,, high 
schools .should support' those schools. 
Second - It \v,is doomad''hl)cb8S(lty' to re- 
lieve the ])ul)lic ruvonno to a greater ex- 
tent than tlio mere cost of llieso high 
schools, anil it was coiisideretl that, in tlie 
present circuiiislaiices of the country, that 
would be best aecomjiliHhod by ruC) uiring 
the four woaltliiest communities , to con- 
tribute a moderate proportion of the onst 
of free common school education "within 
their reapucti'vo limits, thereby ' rijliavirig 
the public revenue to. that ei^tont, .and 
placing tho Govorimient in a position to 
contiime to meet the wants of outlying 
districts. Now, Uking Victoria, and 
putting on ono side the high school [lor- 
tion ot it, to what extent will this city he 
called upon under llio act to contribute 
Hpooially toward.s the niaiuteiiauce of cipm- 
iiiou HchiHil ediiciition within its own 
boinuls / .lust three thoiiHand, two hund- 
red and sixty dolliii's — e([uivalont to about 
twenty-five conts a head to tho popula- 
tion 1 .V\''!mt a paltry sum to mske such a 
^wwl Abo^t] p, but it ia not the awouiit 



— it ia tho principle involved. 'Well, what 
is the principle ? Listen: It is au sippetd 
to a wealthy community to contrihuto to 
the e'xtont of twouty-fivo cents per head 
pur Hunuiii towards maintainiug efficient 
free schools in its midst; and for whati 
In ortler that tlio general reveuiio iiiaj' be 
so relieved as to permit of the children of 
struggling settlers in outlying districts 
liaviiij, CDiiiuioii scliouls placed within 
their roiich. But that wcuild bo "robbing 
Peter to piiy -Pilul," feplios ;otjr :Contem- 
l)orary. Foor Peter ! It, is too bad to 
requLre him to contribute twenty-fivo 
ce'ntsa yehr'i'iJior6'tbwiirds the edixcnition of 
his children, in order that tho Province 
may continue to enjoy unimpaired an 
educatienid system of which it may justly 
be proud, lUit it is class b gislation. 
Well; supptisu it is. Suppose " Peter," 
being rich, is rei|tiirt!il to pay :ilritlu more 
towards state educvtinii than "I'aul," \vl 
is not rich, wherein lies tho injustice 
the " rohhoiy V " Why, must; civilized 
systems of .taxation' proeiiedit>upou the 
same principle. So far from 'bdihg " rob 
bory," it is fair and just ami in acccord- 
anco with the eternal litiiess of things that 
tho burden of tiixation should bo ajiporr 
tioned to the ability of tho taxpayer 
"But no such principle is recogni/.iHl in 
any oivilixed commuiiity," retorts inir 
ooiiteiupoiary. We reply, the |)riiiciple 
js one which is recognized and practised 
ill some form or (Jther hi ' every civilized 
community, a|id we purpose ' pi:OTee{|,itig 
to show iu a future artioie. Oiat this verj- 
principle ofwrSquiring the wealthier dis- 
tricts to cbntrrbntB" m'bre towards state 
education than tho poorer diatricts runs 
through tho school systems of the older 
[U'oviucoa of the Dominion. Meanwhile 
our coiiteni|)orai'y is wclcoino to all the 
capital it'caii make out of its eH'orts to 
create |ircjudiee in the public mind 
against a fair and eijuitablo ineaaure by 
means of a false an ddisingennous presenta- 
tion of the case. For onrselves, we feel 
well assured that alb fair>i minded citizens 
will repudiate the acti6it of ' those' who 
wo uld represent th is corh^un ity as assu m - 
ing such «n attitude towards the measure 
as our^ contemporary is seeking , to pro 
niote.' Wh.it a contrast is |)resented at 
Vancouver, where the public press not 
only giacufiilly .-iceepts the .situation, but 
indicates jijipiiival of a turtlier step in the 
same direction.

But there is no change 
in the (!oimtiy rock so far, and there is, 
as alreuly said, a general improvement 
both ill ipiantity and ([iiality of the ores, 
with depth. It is considered that, were 
the caiu[) developed, wdiich will require 
minerlijve management, great energy and 
large capital, there will be ample supplies 
of high grade ore for a permanent camp. 
'J'lie fact of tho existence of continuous 
lodes lias not been fully proved to niy 
mind, but very nearly so. Tho present 
season is just iipeniiig. Much of the 
ground is shut to prospecting, for tho 
reason already stated. The prevailing 
belief, which there is much to confirm, is, 
that the lii"8t discovered two claims at the 
east end. of 'the camp, sui)posed to be ex- 
tensive and rich, are there, so to speak, 
liko the kiiohby handle of a pair of tongs; 
and that- t'U o loiles, like the legs of the 
tongs, about 1 ,U00 feet, apart, run west- 
erly for four iiv live miles. East from the 
knob, so far, siiiull indications only have 
been found, but towards the west end of 
the caiup, very good "prospects" exist, 
for several of which considerable sums 
have been iitl'ered lately. In much of the 
intermediate space, ore bodies between 
walls (iKissilily p,-irts uf lodes) have been 
disL-i ivered, iind also liiids and indications 
all i.ver I hat sp.iee, which most men in the 
camp consider shows contiimity of the two 
main lodes above nientioned. 

TOAD MOUNTAIN Ml.VK.S (ool.li). 

The discovery, lately, of gold lU'c near 
the silver eaiii[), is iiolalile and may bu 
important. 1 cannot .say much on tliis 
matter, its tho discoveries were only at- 
tracting attention about tho time I left. 

The HO called gold bolt runs generally 
liarallel with the silver belt easterly and 
Westerly, but is .about a mile and a half 
lower down the iiortlicrn slope of the 
range, that is to say, between the Hilvcr 
bolt and the Ivootenav. The two belts 
tend to coiivergu as tliey go westward. 
The country nick of the gold belt is said 
to be composed of a subcrystidliiie slaty 
rock, perhaps chloritio, e}(cBpi at the west 
end, where the veins lie between green- 
stone, on ono .side, and grey, com|iact, 
fine grained granite o ii the other. The 
course of the belt at the west end is 
northerly and southerly, and the dip of 
the veins is'-with it, wliereas, elsewhere, 
the course, and the dip of the gold belt 
are .is in the silver belt. The' gold rock 
ill general lies almost 'in contact "with the 
lime locks in wliich the silver is found. 
The gaugiie in the gold veins is composed 
chielly of clean i|Uai-lz, white to chucolatc 
in color. The west to south wall generally 
is impregnated with copper pyrites ; in 
some cases these are in the vein. 

There are several very promisuig.cliiims, 
banded veins, for the most part, at the 
west end of the belt, from three feet in 
width down to very small, but all rich in 
free uiiUing ore. (hie is uncovered for 
70U feet, with an average width of l.S 
inches, and a range of assays from §40 lo 
•SMOO a ton. The ludders, probably, will 
h.ivo .1 mill riiniiing there before winter. 

Towards till! eastern end of the belt, 
aliout a mite i^ack from Cottonwood Creek, 
butweeu that!, croelt "and -Meffl 
claims (on tho silver belt), is a kind of 
itoldeii coiiimilrmii - a mass of fragile ore 
matter, ;ihoiit ot)0 feet across and 5 to 12 
fe-„'t ill depth, in color yellowish, lying vn 
the Wciuded hillside, witlumt detinile 
shape or bouiidariea. Some think that 
the banging wall has been displaced ; 
others regard the mass as tiv kind of "spew 
out," which may have a vein or chimney 
beneath it. Tlie ore is free milliuL', and 
jiroHpects iiieuly, S7 ti> Sl^o per l-jn of ore 
are taken from a narrow cross cut made 
by the holders. The ore looks similar 
throughout the mass. If this prove to 
be so, the claim may bedomo important ; 
there' i& a' good site for a gold mill beside 
it, and also water powerl • In an adjoining 
claim, one wall of a 5 or feet vein has 
been found, with ore that looks well. 

Sever.al hicationa li.-ive been made both 
oast and west of thu above, but no work 
has been done on them yet. There is a 
string of rather promising claims about 3 
miles to tl\e \vestward, probablj^ Th^ving 
more gold bearing sulphurets, with' some 
very rich ore, but it is too early to express 
any deliiiitu oiiiiiioii about these or other 
locati'ins on tin; gold belt until more work 
is diuic. The claims are in good hands, 
and it is (juite jxissiblu tliiifc the gold belt 
will bo a valuablu addition to the wealth 
of the Toad Mountain camp. It is trace- 
able for the whole distance, with breaks, 
by the preseiico mi the surface of peculiar 
reddish and yulluwish rook matter of a 
shaly .structure. 

The long winter, with lieavy snowfalls 
and the di.-iagi i.e-dile spring in tho Toad 
MounUiiii silver camp, together with the 
dense covering of trees and soil on tho 
surface, will tend to discourage prospect- 
ing — (many prospectors this year, after 
eonsiniiing their supplies and exhausting 
their .stock of Uiicouipliuientary epithets, 
made rapid tr.-ieks n^arward) - but the 
camp an<I its conleiils are there, .'iiid will 
be there, and ml verse climatic or topo- 
graphical eoiiditions are not li)U(:li I'egltnl- 
Od in iimleigrouiid workings that pay, 
Tho cuinitry is rough and steep, and pro- 
bably a large expenditure will bo neces- 
sary to [lilt niiii'es tlioro in good shaiio for 
puriuaneiil working <ui a l.irgo scale, in- 
cluding the transport of ores to the water. 
The ore that is now being shijijieil is sent 
by a (i mile trad on pack horses to the 
steainhoat laiuling on Kootenay Lake, 
near the north of Cottonwood Creek.

folhiws n rimhiiig tributary of Cottotuvood 
Creek, brought me to the mouth of the 
lattiu', wheiiou 1 started in a boat for Hot 
ISpi iiigs Cainii, "'I tlie » ijrit side of tho 
main Kootenay Lake a camp which, to 
thu iH;o[de of the |iroviiice, has been 
hitherto at the " back of beyont" for any- 
thing t hey liavu known of it. The trip is 
20 miles up the West arm, and then 8 
miles northward on the main lake. The 
granite of the uuumtaiim graduated as we 
loft tl|e west arm into mica schist i^hing 
the west shore, b:u;keit liy, mid jn some 
phices, inturmixed with yellowish liiiio- 
Stono on the rough slopes, whioli jiroved 
(x) 1)0 a softer limestone than that at Toad 
Mountain. 

"^riui Mot SprliigK Camp embraoos an 
area of about milos by 3, lying 
between Cotl'eo and Woodbevry Creoks 
on thu west side of Kootenay Lake — op 
posit e thu (dd galena ileposit diacovered in 
1825, by the botanist Douglas, and known 
as the scone of tho Sproule-Hammil tra 
gedy- -which latter camp will be men 
tioned ill its turn. Two creeks run 
Lhroiiirli the camp, in addition to Cotlee 
and Woodhei ty Ci eeks, and there is plenty 
uf wood at the camp for mining |iurpo«ei

The country is very rough; the hilU!;^rise 
ubruiitly, and I cannot say much in favor 
if the landings, either at Hot .S]>rings or 
Woodberry Creek. The latter is the 
better of the two, but tho ascent from it 
fur COO feet is very steep. Tho scenery 
is charming, and the climate, of cour.se, 
nmcli better thim in the elevateil region 
of Toad Mountain. '". , ';,•,"/ 

The country rock' extends northerly, 
but with a slight westerly trend, beyond 
NVoodberiy Creek, to a distance not de- 
termined. 

There seem to bo, within the above 
area of i> miles by 3, with breaks and 
deviations, three tiers of claims, with a 
eneral northerly direction ])aralh;l to thu 
lake. The lower tier, say .SOO feet aliovu 
tho lake, is, fiu' the most part, in the 
schistose rock. The second tier, HOO to 

00 feet higher up is, in part, in tlie 
schistose roel;, and in part, in the lime- 
stone- -the line of contact of tliese 
foriniiti(uis here being soiiiewliat irregular, 
and thrown out by a dyke of porplioritie 
rock that runs northward. The upper 
or wosturly tier of clainis, some of which 
are nearly 2,000 feet above tho lake, is 
mostly in a contact of lime and sohist. 

In nuuitioning "tiers" of el.aiius, a wiU'd 
of ccplanatiou is iiccess.ary, not, cif course 
for ininiiig men, bec.iuse they know wdial 
the nature of the country rock indicates. 
There are not here tiers of true lodes 
throughout,. We do not look for these Jn 
tho softer kinds of limestone.' ^ThisTOck 
easily eroded by acid solutions and 
iljouis. These solvents, filling eriicks 
id lissures, eat mit, p,-issage ways, pnek- 
ets, cavities, chambers call them what 
you will -more or less .according to the 
strength of the acid and the tevturi^ of 
the rock. The ore, as' in the lead re- 
gions of Wisconsin, Illinois, the iioi th of 
Kngland, and, I think, in one part of the 
Hot Springs camp, occupies those cas'es 
and opuningH, instead of Ij'ing in true 
lodes— possibly, in some cases, having 
been held in solul,iou by t^e same waters 
that m.ade the eaves, tlinii-..;!! l ertain iiiin- 
rals ill the dejiosit may lieof later origin. 
'Pockety, 1 fear," siiys the adverse critic. 
"True," replies Nature; "wdiut did j'oii 
expect r' The real ipiestioii, in such min- 
griiuiid, is' as to the size 'of , the cavi- 
ties, and whether they are filled through 
all their raiuilieations, or only |),-irtly ] 
lilled wit li ores. This i|Uest ion can only 
bo answered by the proof of workings, but 
it is considered by many exjierieneed men 
that the clmraelerof the rock, the nature 
of the associated minerals, their e.\tensive 
distribution, together with experience as 
far as it goes, all point to the existence of 
a fnir proportion of large,., well-filled 
chambers in the limestone section of this 
caiii]!. 

l"or I he abowi reason, it may bi' s.-iid 
that the e.>iilai'l, ami lime f.innati.in 
laiiiis hero pri-ibahly contain considerable 
ore deposits in cavities, untraceable one 
into Ihe other, but, nevertheless, in their 
kind, occupying the [lortioii of the "tiers" 
which would have carried true lodes had 
the country rock been harder, 

rlio.so claims in the tiers llnit are in tho 
schistose formation, appear to many eyes 
as lodes proper, so far as can be judged 
from a surface 8.hpwing,j.(;n r\ugged;8lopes, 
with displacements.
